have was hit by pieces of shells but 
we were fortunate enough not to 
have anyone wounded.

Must Be Hardened to Work 


We have one new fellow about 40 
years old. 
He is a fine man. 
I sent 
him out last night for the first time. 
He made three trips and every time 
he bad a man die in bis car and at 
the post he had a fellow die in his 
arms who had given him his gun and 
helmet. To do the best work here one 
has to harden himself to this stuff 
and I long ago made up my mind to 
that. 
Three days ago one of the boys and 
one of the Frenchmen had the carn- 
ionette out to a 
little village back 
from the 
lines 
to get provisions. 
While they were there a big German 
shell came in and killed a number 
of people. 
Big shells always corno 
in pairs and generally very near to 
each other. 
After the first one ex­ 
ploded a number of people ran into 
ail old building, and as luck would 
have it the shell hit it and killed 
about 3 0 people and injured a large 
number. 
Our car took away eight 
men. 
Well I guess I have given you all 
the bunk necessary for this time.
